Benefits For 
Veterans 
Explained 


Veterans in Michigan were 
reminded that they have many 
benefits that their families 
should be made aware of in 
case of their death. 

Frank J. Kilcullen, Jr., dirac- 
tor of the VA regional office in 
Detroit, said the VA will pay 
$250 toward the burial expenses 
of veterans who served during 
periods of conflict and did not 
have a dishonorable discharge. 

Kilcullen said there is also a 
$150 plot or interment atiow- 
ance if the burial is not in a 
national cemetery or other 
government cemetery 

These VA payments will be 
reduced or eliminated in cases 
where {he veteran's employer or 

1 State agency has ede such 
Aauaients In cases where a 
vetcran’s déath is service-con- 
necied, VA will pay an amount 
noi iv exceed $880 in tieu of the 
usual burial allowances 

The VA director said the VA 
also provides a headstone and a 
burial flag for the casket 

Kiicullen pninted out that 
veterans may be buried in 
National Cemeteries which have 
space available Snace is also 
provided for a veteran's wife or 
husband. minor chiidren and, 
under certain circumstances, 
unmarried adult children.

It’s a fine art that affects 


the lives of all of us 


otfective voices in Michigan government 
belongs to Michigan Citizens Lobby, 
the home-grown version of Common 
Cause. it’s a do good type of citizen's 
organization. in the best sense of that 
term, dedicated—so it claims—to the 
qood of the consumer. That's all of us. 
of course. 

A young man named Doug Ross is 
co-director of Citizens Lobby. which 
has claimed success in such areas as 
auto repair reform gaining approval for 
generic drug prescriptions and thereby 
lowering medicine costs, and repeal of 
the state sales tax on food and medicine 
through a statewide referendum. 

In a recent news article describing 
one of the Citizens Lobby's latest 
campaigns tor goodness. Doug Ross 
(ave a siraight forward statement of 
how the Lobby works in attempting to 
influence the state legislature. 

“Our strategy is fairly simple.” 
is quoted as saying. 

“If we get 20 people from a district 
focused on one legislator. | don’t care 
whether General Motors. Detrait Edison 
and the whole banking community are 
on the other side. nine times out of 10 
times, the legislator will go with us.” 

And that’s probably right: most 
legislators would consider 20 letters or 
calls or contacts from bona _ fide 
ents: as a landstide of opinion.

Re: Crawford County Social Service Building Project. 

The great American statesman Bernard M. Saruch is renorted 
as having said, “Never answer a critic, unless he’s right.” We are 
sorely tempted to foliow that sage advice in this instance but upon 
reflection we believe we owe a responsibility to the people of this 
coum to make our pasition known, 

We first wish to commend the local media for their relatively 
thorough and evenhanded coverage of this matter. We are equally 
eager to voice our dissaiisfaction with the sensationalized and 
haphazard coverage provided by the “Bay City Times”. 

This. then is an attempt to set the record straight as we see it: 

On April 25, 1977. the local Social Service Board, having first 
solicited and received sealed bids, accepted the bid of Mssrs. 
Gritfore and McCarthy of Gladwin. Michigan tor the erection of the

At the time they 
accepted the bid the Board did not designate a site preference nor

The only statement regarding site selection which was 
communicated to the builder was Mr. Keighley's (the local Director 
of the Department of Social Services) observation that his staff 
would prefer to be outside the city limits for tax purposes. 
Accordingly, at Mr. Keighley’s instruction, the builder never 
considered any site within the city limits 

Long after the Board had accepted the bid for the building 
Griffore and McCarthy invited Thomas i. Kreckman. Assistant 
Prosecuting Attornes for Gladwin County. and the two of us to 
Invest in this project. The partnership papers were immediately 
filed with the State and in Gladwin and Crawford Counties. 

After the initial bid was accepted the 'ocal Social Services 
Board and the State office of Manaqemznt and Budget informed the 
partnership that those departments wished to increase the size of 
the building to accomodate a‘iticipated increases in staff.
